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PREFACE 


F OR the true appreciation of any aspect of history nothing 
can be more reliable than the documentary evidence. 
Hence the present day historians have come to recognise the 
extreme importance of records and documents in dealing with 
historical problems, and in compiling impartial narrations of 
events without which no true history can be written. To serve 
this end, a representative selection of Shah Jahanl documents is 
presented here for the benefit of scholars, not as a piece of great 
research work, but with a view to giving stimulus to the study of 
the original documents. 

The selection of these documents was made by Dr. Yusuf 
Husain Khan. D.idtt. (Paris), Ex-Curator of the Historical Records 
Section, and now the Head of the History Department, Osmania 
University, who edited and annotated them, and in this task he 
was ably assisted by Mr. Isma'il Khan. m.a., Mr. Yousufuddin, b.a., 
Mr. Syed Aminuddin Husaini, b.a., and others on the staff of the 
Daftar-i-Dlwam. In such a selection, a certain amount of personal 
preference had perforce to be exercised. If some other important 
documents have been inadvertently left out, we express the hope 
that any such shortcoming on our part will be made good by the 
students who will, in the pursuit of their special studies and 
research, take upon themselves the examination of such documents 
in the original, which is not precluded by the presentation of 
this volume. 

The documents of Shah Jahan’s period are not abundant, 
and where they exist, they are not accessible to the public. It is 
for the first time that the documents of this period are being 
made available to scholars in this volume. A great deal of patient 
and prolonged effort has been made in deciphering the difficult 
and obscure passages in the original documents, which are written 
in Shikasta script, without any distinguishing Nuqta or diacritical 
mark in many places, as may be seen in the facsimile of the orig- 
inal documents, and also in the interpretation of the details of 
the text, according to the Siaq, the system of notation of the 
time. 

There are 142 Persian documents presented in this volume, 
beginning from 1043 A.H., corresponding to 1634 A.G. and 
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ending in 1068 A.H. corresponding to 1658 A.C. They relate 
to the four Subahs of the Mughal Deccan, namely Khandesh, 
Doulatabad, Berar and Teiangana. These documents belong 
to the reign of Shah Jahan in general, but more particularly, to 
both periods of \ iceroyalty of Aurangzeb. They are written 
on a cream coloured Indian hand-made paper of the average size 
of 8" X 4I*. A few salient features of these documents are given 
in the following paragraphs. 

These selected documents cover a variety of subjects such as 
grant of Mansab, Jdgir, daily allowance, along with increase or 
decrease in them, or revocation of them, and enumeration of 
authorised heads under which deductions are to be made,; grant 
of posts, transfer of personnel, degradation and dismissal of the 
officials, or their reinstatement, or their leave and posting ; 
grant of robes of honour, presentation of gifts, tributes and Nadhrs ; 
the inventory of magazines and stores ; fines and their remission ; 
administration of justice ; weights and measures for jewels, for 
precious and base metals and for provisions ; names of raiments, 
arms, armours and of coins ; branding of horses, etc. 

Some among them also refer to such interesting events, as 
the resentment of Shahu and Siddl Farhan and SiddI Yaqut Kh an 
towards Muhammad ‘Adil Shah on cutting the hands of the 
Wakll of Shahu Bhonsla ; imprisonment of Inderman Raja of 
Dhandera at the fort of Junnair ; appointment of attendants of 
‘Abdulla Qutub Shah ; grant of military aid during the siege of 
Mulhir fort ; grant of Subedari of four Subahs of the Deccan to 
Nusrat Jang in place of Prince Aurangzeb ; repairs to the fort of 
Trimbak, to the palace of Sultan Murad Bakhsh, and to the 
palace and canal of Burhanpur ; erection of forts at Badhona and 
Karanja ; attestation of the attendance of the servants of princess 
Jahan Ara and security bond regarding the servant of princess 
Zebunnisa ; diary of Subedar of the Deccan ; arrangements for 
setting up palace guards and Dak-Chaukies ; attestation of the 
attendance of the ship captain ; details of the revenues of the Subahs 
in the Deccan ; arrangements for sending fruits to the Imperial 
Court ; formalities for receiving Farmans ; arrangements for 
illumination and firing of salute in honour of Prince Aurangzeb’s 
visit to Daulatabad ; articles despatched in connection with the 
operation undertaken in the conquest of the fort of Baglana, etc. 

Some very interesting details are to be found, for instance, in 
the Siyaha-i-FIudur, dated 9th Rajab, 1047 A.H. (page 33) wherein 
information is given in regard to the weighing of Prince Aurangzeb 
against gold, silver and copper coins on his birthday, the names 
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of the notables present on the occasion of the celebration, presenta- 
tion of Nadhrs and grant of robes of honour, etc. 

Another document, dated 9th Dhihijja, 1050 A. H. ‘"page 79) 
contains an amendment to the Dast wu l- 'Amal, dealing with the 
revision of salaries of MansabdCns from Yak-bistT to Bist-Ju.zJiri, 
and of Tdbindn. 

Another document mentions the remittance of one lakh hum 
as a part of the Peshkash from Qutbul-Mulk ('Abdulla Qutb 
Shah) to the Emperor Shah Jahan '..page 101 ;. 

There is another important document, although undated yet 
belonging to this period, which deals with the maintenance of 
Bdrgirs under the Slansabdan system n the Deccan. This docu- 
ment obviously belongs to the administration of the Qutb Shahi 
or ‘Adil Shahi kingdoms, but was kept in the archives of the 
Mu gh al period, perhaps for the convenience of reference in 
matters of administration ^page 229), 

In short, these documents, and others like these, are in the 
custody of the Daftar-i-Diwanl that has many subsidiary Da f tars 
amalgamated with it, covering the administration of the six Subahs 
of the Deccan, namely Aurangabad, Bldar,_ Khandesh, Berar, 
Bljapur, and Hyderabad from the time of Asaf Jah I. It also 
has in its custody the records of the Mughal period, beginning 
with Shah Jahan and ending with Bahadur Shah II. The pro- 
gramme of future_publications includes not only _all the important 
papers of the pre-Asaf Jahl period but also of the Asaf Jahl period. 

It is hoped that scholars, interested in the Deccan History, 
will derive benefit by the study of these documents. The general 
public may also find enough material in them to engage their 
attention. 

It may also be explained to the reader that many of these 
documents bear the regnal year only, for which the correct Hijra 
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* 3 stc was ascertained, in accordance with, the method tabulated

The above table shows that every Julus year covers two divi- 
sions of the Hijra year, the one from the month of Jamadi II to 
the end of Dh lhiiia. and the other from Moharram to the end of 
Jamadi I. If the regnal year occurs in any month of the second 
division, the numerical of the Julus year is added to the year of 
Coronation, i.e., 1037 A.H., and if it pertains to the first division 
one year is subtracted from the result to arrive at the correspond- 
ing Hijra date. Such Hijra dates were changed into the Christian 
calendar with the help of the Indian Ephemeris by D. L. Swamy- 
kannu Pillai. Those documents that had no dates were assigned 
dates according to the internal evidence ; and where even this 
was not correctly determinable, such documents were placed 
together towards the end of this publication. 

An English summary of the Persian text of each document is 
placed at the end of the document, and the Arabic symbols of 
the numericals have been converted into figures to make them 
easily intelligible. Necessary footnotes have been inserted at 
the end of the text-page, and a question mark is placed to denote 
a missing word or where the correctness of the word in the text 
was doubtful. Words and sentences placed within brackets in 
the text signify that these have been substituted as correct reading 
after research and comparison with other papers. The following 
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diacritical marks are placed on the proper names written in Roman 
script as a guide to their correct transliteration : —

As regards certain technical terms which have occurred fre- 
quently in the text, it has not been considered necessary to repeat 
their definition or explanation at each place they have occurred 
but they have been defined or explained at their first occurrence 
in the text. 

In regard to such technical terms that required a detailed 
explanation, it might not have been convenient to the reader to 
read lengthy footnotes on them. Such terms are, therefore, 
explained below :

In case of a grant of enhancement in A lansab, a period of six 
months was ordinarily required for the confirmation of the order, 
according to the general procedure, with the ensuing loss of in- 
come for the interim period. But sometimes the Emperor might 
graciously enjoin the curtailment of delay with the result that 
enhancement could take effect from the very date of sanction. 
Such an endorsement was generally made crosswise on the top of 
the document, but sometimes this concession was entered in the 
text itself.

In the Dasturu l-‘ Amal of Isdansabdars, a general annual scale 
of pay is fixed in Dams for Dhdt and Sowar rank. This general 
scale of pay undergoes modification, according to the periodical 
scale, if such terms as “ Az Qardr-i-Hasht-mdha, Shash-maha. 
etc. ” are incorporated in the sanad. The payment on periodical 
scale is lower than on the general scale, but is all the same, spread 
over a period of 12 months. An example is given below to eluci- 
date this point.

Similarly, a Mansabddr enjoying the same Mansab, that is to 
rt ay, ioc Ijhdt and 20 Saivdr, on 3 months] scale will receive 
Rs. 2,00c per annum according to the periodical scale ; on 4 
months' scale, Rs. 2,666-10-3 ; on 5 months’ scale, Rs. 3,200; 
and on 6, 7 and 10 months’ scale, Rs. 4,000, Rs. 4,666-11-0, 
Rs. 6,665-11-0 per annum, respectively.

It has not been found possible to ascertain when such scales 
were promulgated, nor is there any conclusive proof that they 
were formulated by Shah Jahan for the first time, but undoubtedly 
these scales were in vogue in the administration of Shah Jahan’s 
reign, and also remained in practice in Aurangzeb’s time, as it is 
commonly noticed that cash payments were substituted for land 
grants more extensively in the Deccan.

Gharl and Pahar have often occurred in the documents. 
Attempts have been made to commute them into hours. 

The Hyderabad Observatory was requested to find out the 
difference between the sunrise of the present day and that of 
300 years ago. Accordingly, a difference of 4 minutes was ascer- 
tained in the sunrise, i.e., the sun would then have risen 4 minutes 
earlier than at present. 

In this publication Gharl which is equal to 24 minutes and 
Pahar which is equal to 3 hours, have been converted into hours, 
according to this finding. 

“ Classification of Mansabdars” 

The classification of Mansabdars, their subdivisions into 
1st, 2nd and 3rd class and the difference of pay within the various 
categories, are shown below : 

In the Mansabdari system, all Dhat Mansabs above Panj-hazdri 
belonged to the 1st class category, and it had no subdivisions. 
But other Dha t Mansabs from Yak-bistl up to Panj-hazdri had 
three subdivisions within themselves, namely 1st, 2nd and 3rd. 

To ascertain as to which subdivision any particular Mansab 
belonged, it was necessary to compare the Dhat rank with the 
Sawar, as the classification, according to the subdivision 1st, 
2nd and 3rd, related chiefly to the number of Sawar in relation 
to the number of the Dh at. If the Dh at rank equalled the Sawar , 
then the Mansabdar w r as ranked as belonging to the 1st sub- 
division, if it was less than Dhat rank but half or more than half 
of the Dhat, it belonged to 2nd ; and if it was less than half of 
Dhat rank it belonged to the 3rd. 

The payment of salaries was made according to the distinc- 
tion of 1st, 2nd and 3rd, within that particular category, on the 
corresponding scales. For instance, among the categories of the 
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SfansadMaas from 1.500 to 5,000. the first subdivision would 
rcs'.eivo 5 lakh 5 ; dam more than the 2nd, and the 2nd would receive 
5 lakhs dam more than the 3rd. .Similarly, among Mansabdars 
of i.ooo, tw 1,500, the difference between 1st, 2nd and 3rd would 
amount to 1 lakh dams ; among Mansabdars of 500 to 900, the 
difference would be 50.000 dams ; among Mansabdars of 100 to 400, 
the difference would be 20.000 dams ; of 80, the difference would 
come to 10,000 dams and that of 20 to 60, the difference would 
amount to 5,000 dams.

The documents in the present volume are as follows : 

Siyaha (Hudur, Amwal, etc.), Parwancha, Dasturu’l- ‘ Amal 
Dhat Mansabdars, Dastak, Qabdu'l-Wasil, Nishan, Farman, 
Tasdlq-i-Hadri, *Ard-o-Chihra, Fehrist Mulazeman Dargah-i- 
Khalaiq Panah, Roznamcha, Yaddasht (Haqiqat-i-Mansab), etc. 
These terms, together with the official procedure adopted in 
regard to grants, is given below, for the convenience of the reader : 

“ Siyaha Hudur ” 

It is a diary of day-to-day happenings at the Court, and in- 
cludes such items as the time of public and private audience, 
orders in regard to grants, complaints and various administrative 
matters. 

Subahdars of the provinces in their capacity of Viceroys also 
kept such diaries, which were also named Siyaha Hudur, and 
this volume contains Siyahas of this category. 

Siyaha Amwal , is a daily register of the depot wherein the 
effects of a deceased Mansabdar and other heirless properties 
were entered. It was also known as Baitu’l-Mal. 

“ Parwancha” 

Parwancha bears Royal orders issued to the officials con- 
cerned, in connection with assignments, cash salaries, recovery 
of Government advances, and the payment of the fixed salaries 
of the servants. 

In case of the assignment of Jdgirs the text of the 'Parwancha 
contained directions to the village officials to co-operate with the 
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assignee and give every possible assistance to him in administrative 
matters, and the assignee yeas likewise instructed to improve 
cultivation, promote prosperity, increase population, etc., in the 
territory assigned to him. 

The text of Parwdncha bore Dunn (abstract) and reference to 
the Yaddasht, prepared in this regard, and other entries in ac- 
cordance with the official procedure. 

“ Da ST U RU ’ L - ‘ AHA!- - 1 -DHAT MaNSABDARS ” 

A manual dealing with the emoluments of Amlrul-Umards, 
Amirs and Mansabdars of various grades. 

" Dastak ” 

Dastak was a permit issued in the name of certain officials 
in regard to various matters ; for example, branding and verifica- 
tion of horses, despatching troops and arms, also regarding payment 
of cash salaries, etc. It also served the purpose of a traveller’s pass- 
port for providing facilities to persons proceeding on journey. 
This paper usually bore the seal of the officer concerned. 

“ Qabdu’l-Wasii / 5 

This paper, issued in the name of a treasurer, contained 
directions for the payment to the Government servant for the 
period stated therein. It bore the seal of the issuing officer as 
well as entries of the offices through which the paper passed. 

“ Nish an” 

It was a letter written by a member of the royal family to any 
one except the Emperor, and was equivalent to an order issued 
in connection with grants, such as daily allowances, etc. 

“ ‘Ard-o-Chihra” 

(Sawar-o - Asp ) 

It contained the descriptive features of a Mansabdar and those 
of his horse. 

When anyone was appointed as a Mansabdar a Chihra of 
himself and of his horse was first drawn up by the Chihra-Nawis, 
who handed it over to Mutasaddi of the court and the latter for- 
warded it to the Imperial court for sanction. 
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It was prepared as a safeguard against any possible fraud. 

In the descriptive rolls of a Mansabdar, the following details 
were entered ; his name, his father’s name, his tribe or caste, his 
place of origin, his complexion, features, any identification mark, 
stature, age. 

In the descriptive roil of horses, the following particulars 

were noted : 

Breed, colour, marks on its body, etc. 

“ Fehrist Mlxazemax-i-Dargah-i-khalaiq Panah” 

A list containing the names and ranks of Mansabdars with 
their retainers and the place of their postings. 

“ Haq.iqat-i-Mansab ** 

In the case of the grant of a Mansab, the official procedure 
which was followed is given below : 

Any one through his patron could approach the Ba khsh i and 
apply for entry into the service of His Majesty. On an appointed 
day, the Ba khsh i submitted to His Majesty a written statement, 
called the Haqlqat, prepared in his office, in regard to the applicant. 
His Majesty having accepted the man’s service graciously, gave 
orders to allow him to appear in his presence, and a few days 
afterwards, the candidate presented himself in the Audience Hall, 
and made his obeisance : thereupon an order was passed for his 
appointment to a particular Mansab. Afterwards a certificate 
( Tasdiq ) was issued from Bakhshi s office to the effect that the 
candidate was granted such and such Mansab with so many 
Saw dr. The Tasdiq also contained the Ba khsh i’s order that the 
appointment should be entered in the Record of Events ( Waqia h) . 
On the receipt of the certificate, the Diary -writer {Waqiah- 
Nawls ) made an appropriate entry in his records and furnished 
an extract therefrom, which bore the nomenclature of Yaddasht. 

From this stage, the Yaddasht went through the same official 
procedure as is mentioned under the Jdglr grant. 

In the Mu gha l administration the Yaddasht was more widely 
used ; for instance, it was used in connection with all kinds of 
orders, either administrative or of any other kind, but the usual 
procedure adopted in the case of grants was not followed in regard 
to such general orders. 
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“ Haq!qat-i-JagIr ” 

Under the Mughal administration the following procedure 
was adopted in connection with the Jdgir grant : 

When a man appeared at the Imperial court and applied for a 
Jdgir, the Dhvan-i-tan (Minister for salaries) ordered^ his sub- 
ordinates to prepare a Haqiqat (office statement), stating there- 
in the name of the candidate, his native place, and the date of 
presentation of his Nadkr (offering). Then the Haqiqat was placed 
by the Diwdn-i-tan before the Diwan-i-Ala (Prime Minister), 
who submitted it to the Emperor. If an order was passed for 
the grant of a Jdgir the Prime Minister endorsed it on the paper. 
This paper served as a voucher for the chief clerk of the Diwdn-i- 
tan to prepare a Siydha-Daul or an estimate on the basis of it, 
describing in it the grantee’s personal rank, the number of retainers 
he had to maintain, the salary of himself and that of his retainers, 
fixed in accordance with the Dasturul- Amal of the emoluments 
of Mansahddrs, and the name of the Pargana from which the 
grantee had to receive the amount. 

The Daul was handed over to the Waqiah-Nawis (Diary- 
writer) who, after making an entry in the Waqiah (Diary) drew 
up an extract called a Yaddasht (Memorandum) for submission 
to the office of the ‘ Ard-Mukarrar (Confirmation of orders). 

The Yaddasht repeated the details much in the same form as 
the Haqiqat and the Daul. On it the Wazir directed that the 
Yaddasht should be compared with the Waqiah (Diary) and veri- 
fied, and then sent to the ‘Ard-i-Mukarrar (Confirmation Office). 
On the margin of the paper, the Waqiah-Nawis (Diary- writer) 
wrote the text of the Yaddasht accorded with the Waqiah. Next 
the Darogha (Superintendent) of the Confirmation Office wrote the 
date when it was received by that office. Then it was again 
submitted to the Emperor for approval, after which orders were 
issued to the officer concerned.

Parwancha, Conveying Imperial orders, in favour of Sayyid 
‘Abdul Vahab, Rasuldar and others, holding the rank of 
400 Dh at. 300 Sawar, for the assignment of Jagirs, to meet their 
salaries, including those of their retainers amounting to thirty-six 
!akh, sixty eight thousand and one hundred dams, with effect from 
the autumnal harvest from the revenues of the parganas of 
Daryapur, Harsul and Balapur, in the Suba of Berar ; and two 
lakh and twenty-eight thousand dams from the revenues of the 
pargana of Adilabad in the Suba of Kh andesh. 

The document states that the said Mansabdar previously held 
the rank of 300 Dh at. 200 Sawar and was later raised to the rank 
of 400 Dh at. 300 Sawar, and ordered to proceed to Balaghat, in 
the Suba of the Deccan (Daulatabad), and a Yaddasht was drawn 
up on the basis of the Tasdiq. By this order ‘Umdatu'l Mulk 
Kh an-i -Zaman was authorised to assign Jagirs, to the said 
Mansabdar and others in the Suba of the Deccan, in consultation 
with the Diwan of the Suba, and was enjoined to withhold the 
sum of Chauthal from their salaries, until they should have their 
horses branded. 

The document contains the copy of the indemnity bond 
submitted by Sayyid ‘Abdul Wahab Rasuldar to the authorities 
concerned that he would get his as well as his retainers' horses 
branded in two months, time. Thereupon the B akhsh i ul Mulki 
ordered that the horses should be branded in the course of one 
month. 


The document contains details about the ranks and salaries 
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of other minor Mansabdars and refers to the Memorandum 
submitted by the Chief Minister Afdal Kh an in connection with 
the grant of jaglr to ‘Abdul Wahab. 

References are also found about the deductions effected in 
connection with the feed of royal animals and military supplies

100 Sawar in 
place of Bahadur Kh an, from the revenues of the paragana of 
Kharf Dhamunl, Sarkar Basam, in the Suba of Berar, with effect 
from the commencement of the autumnal crop. The document 
shows that the above sum was withheld from the stipulated salary 
amounting to twelve lakh, forty-three thousand dams, as the 
said assignee failed to produce his retainers’ horses for the process 
of branding . Meanwhile, the said assignee executed a bond 
promising that he would have his retainers’ horses branded after 
the lapse of two months and thus would cease to be liable to the 
payment of the penalty of Chautha' l. 

The document also shows that all revenue officials were enjoined 
to recognize the authority of the assignee and to co-operate in the 
administration of the said pargana and the assignee was likewise 
instructed to do his utmost to promote cultivation and well-being 
of the ryots.

In the time of Shah Jahan the 
territory of Dhandhera was given to Siv Ram, the nephew of Raja Bethal Das Gaur who 
forcibly expelled Indarman and took possession of the country. But Indarman, after some 
time, collected a large force and again took possession of the country. In the 10th regnal year 
Shah Jahan sent M'utamad Khan and Raja Bethal Das with a suitable force to punish him . 
Indarman was captured and sent to the Court. ( A/f a ' athiru! I - U mar a , vol. 1 1, p. 265, 266), 

In accordance with Imperial^ orders Prince Aurangzeb appointed 'Abdullah Beg Man§abdar 
to escort Indarman to Junnair and give him in the custody of Shah Beg Khan QiJa'dar, to be 
imprisoned in the fort of Junnair. 

(2) lOiidmatiyyas belonged to the infantry > They were usually posted to guard the 
palace and to see the orders were carried out punctiliously. (Afn-t-Afe6an vol. 1, P. 133 j 
Plochmann, voL 1, p. 261).

The Prince appeared^ at the fifth ghari (8.28 a.m.) in the 
morning and held the public and private audience ; all those present 
made obeisance to him. 

Chalpi Beg, Thanedar of Rohankhed holding the mansab of 
400 Dhat, 300 Sawar, was raised to the rank of 500 Dh at. 350 
Sawar and two other mansabdars were also granted enhancement 
in their ranks. 

Hasan Khan, son of Fakhra 1 Muik, Mansabdar of 3,000 
Dh at. 2,500 Sawar, Tirmal Rai, holding the rank of 1,000 Dhat. 
600 Sawar and several other Mansabdars were given the honour 
of presenting themselves before the Prince and each one of them 
presented an offering (Nithdr) to him. It is also mentioned that 
Sa'yeed Kh an Sheranl, holding the rank of 800 Dhat, 400 Sawar, 
was appointed as the Faujdar of the Sarkar of Kail am and was 
permitted to proceed there. 

Dastak (Permit) was issued, through Bakhshiu’l Mulki 
Hakim Khushhal, to the gaurds of the roads and watchmen, that 
‘Ajab Singh, son of Satarsal, who had been granted four months' 
leave, by the Prince (Aurangzeb) to perform his marriage cere- 
mony, should not be molested, while on his way from Daulatabad 
to Akbarabad (Agra). 

Sa'yeed Kh an Sheranl, Faujdar of Kallam was granted a Kh iVat 
and a horse by the Prince. Kh iVats (robes of honour) were also 
conferred on Habash Kh an etc., in the service of Sarkar- i- ‘All 
and Mu gha l Khan, a Mansabdar of 2,000 Dhat. 1500 Sawar. 

Further, it is stated that ‘Abdu’lla Beg, Mansabdar, was des- 
patched by the Prince to Ambar, to escort Indarman, Raja of 
Dhandhera, to Junnair, to be placed in confinement by Shah Beg 
Khan. 

Kamal Khidmatiyya obtained the monopoly of postal service for 
the sum of ten thousand Rupees.

The matchlockmen 
who were sent to Bljapur, with Fathu,lla, son of Nasru’lla, 
returned to Daulatabad. 

On the same day Abdal Beg, an Ahdl matchlocKman, was 
appointed as Chauki-nawis, and Lakshman Sen Chauhan, holding 
the rank of 300 Dhat was granted leave and was given charge of 
Aminu’lla, and Oabulshahi (elephants) to be conducted to Daul- 
atabad. Muhammad Husain, brother of Himmat Khan. Man- 
sabdar of r.ooo Dh at. 1,000 Sawar and Chalpi Beg, Mansabdar of 500 
Dhat, 350 Sawar and others were also granted permission to pro- 
ceed to Thana. Robes of honour were bestowed on ‘Atau’lla 
and others who arrived from Bljapur and Kh awaia Bahlol, Kh awaia 
Idrak, Kh awaja Dilawar, Kh awaia Sandal and Kh awaia Kirman, 
eunuchs in the service of Sarkdr-i- All. 

When the elephant named Amlnulla was presented to the 
Prince (Aurangzeb), it became unruly and turned towards Nazar 
Beg theAflr Tilzak who fell down the terrace where public audience 
was being held. Some Imperial servants caught hold of the elephant, 
and pricked him with a goad to make him submissive. Thereupon 
the elephant turned abruptly and ran away. 

The Siyaha is .endorsed. 
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Siyaha Hudur : dated 22nd Rajab, 1047 A.H. The 
Prince (Aurangzeb) came out, at the third ghari (7.46 a.m.) in the 
morning and held public and private_ audience. Shaista Kh an. Jum- 
datu’l Mulki I'timadKhan, Sayyid ‘Alam, Uzbak Kh an and other 
grandees made obeisance to him, after which he entered the private 
chamber from where he retired to the palace. 

Ahmad Kh an and Muhammad Sharif. Mansabdars, were pre- 
sented to the Prince. It was found that the official list did not 
contain the name of Ahmad Kh an, holding the rank of 500 Dhat, 
200 Sawar and the sanad relating to his Mansab was burnt and 
destroyed while his house caught fire. But the Daftar of 1 ‘timad 
Kh an, the Madam ’ 1 Maham had an entry about his Mansab based 
on the Siyaha of the time of Afdal Khan, the Madam’ 1 Maham. 

It is further stated that Muhammad Sharif, holding the rank 
of 80 Dh at. 10 Sawar, attached to 'Umdatu'l Mulk Kh an-i- 
Dauran, was not able to present himself before the Emperor, 
when the latter visited Daulatabad ; so he was ordered by the 
B akhshi u’l Mulkl Mu'tamad Kh an, to present himself in the Im- 
perial presence at Akbarabad (Agra). After Muhammad Sharif 
had presented himself before the Emperor at Akbarabad, his 
Mansab was duly confirmed. 

Malloji, etc., sons of Maloji and Malik Husain, were granted 
leave to proceed to their respective stations. Govind Pandit and 
MukandjI, in the service of Udaji Ram, were given the privilege 



of presenting themselves before the Prince and both of them 
presented 200 rupees, by way of offering ( Nithar ). 

Imperial orders were issued for the payment of the expenses 
for the repairs of the apartments of the palace of Sultan Murad 
Bakhsh, and also for the petty repairs of the Royal. Palace from 
the treasury of the Royal domains (Scirkdr-i- KhasscL-i-sharlJa ) . 

A robe of honour, a horse and a camel were bestowed upon 
Muhammad Zahid, alias Ajmerl Khan. Faujdar of Mahkar. 

The prince held public and private audience at 5.51 p.m. and 
then retired to the palace without holding the usual audience in 
the private chamber ( Gh usl- Kh ana ) .

When the 
matter was referred to the Emperor, he endorsed the recommenda- 
tion of Jumdatu’l MuikI Afdal Kh an, the Madaru’l Maham.

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Kakar Khan alias Khan Jahan Khokar was one of the Wala Shahls (bodyguards) of Shah 
Jahan. After Shah Jahan* s accession he received the rank of i,ooo Dhat, 400 Sawar together 
with a reward of Rs. 6,000. 

In the 3rd regnal year, when the Imperial forces were in the Deccan, he, along with Raja 
Gaj Singh, was attached to the army which was sent to chastise Khan- i -Jahan Lodi and to 
devastate the territory of Nizamu’l-Mulk. 

In the 8th regnal year, he was appointed along with Sayyid Khan Barah to punish Juhja 
Singh Bundela. In the 10th regnal year his rank was raised by 500 Dh at 600 Sawar and in 
the 13th regnal year his rank became 2,000 Dhat, 1,000 Sawar and he v,as granted the title of 
Kakar Khan and afterwards he was posted to the fort of Qandhar where he stayed a long time. 
( Ma’athirul umara text III Page 15a Tr. P. 7 58). 

badsh^nama of Lahorl and ‘Amal-i- Saleh corroborate the statement of Ma’ Zthiru’l Umara 
about Kakar Khan's rank. But the document referred to above shows that Kakar Khan held 
the rank of 1500 Dhat, 1500 Sawar in the 16th regnal year of Shah Jahan. Evidently his 
Dh at rank was curtailed but grant of Sawar was raised by 500 he got in subsequent years about 
which no reference could be traced in contemporary histories. (Vide Badshanama, 11, p.727 
4 Amal-i-Saleh , m, p. 459)* 

The new arrangement in regard to Kakar Khan's rank raises an interesting point concerning 
the Mansabdari system then in vogue. When Kakar Khan held the rank of 2000 Dhat, 1000 
Sawar his stipulated salary according to the Dasturu'l 4 Amal Dwabit-i-Mansabda ran ( vide 
p.268, 271) amounted to one crore twenty lakh dams, and later when he was given the rank of 
*500 Dhat, 1500 Sawar his stipulated salary amounted to one crore, fifty lakh dams. While 
according to the new arrangement his personal salary would be decreased to the tune of ten 
lakh dams annually, he would, however, receive thirty lakh dams more than previously for the 
upkeep of his retainers (tablnan). Formerly he would be classed as a Mansabdar of Second 
rank in 2000 Dh at scale but later he would become of first rank in 1 500 Dhatscale. 

In this case, although an increment had been effected in the total stipulated salary of Kakar 
Khan and that of his retainers, the former s personal status would be considered lower than 
previously.

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Siyaha Wdqi: dated, 27th Rab!‘ IX, 1054 A.H. It is stated that the 
Madaru’l Maham, on the petition of ‘Abdu’lla Beg, the Kotwal, 
issued orders for the payment of salaries to the jailers as before 
and also sanctioned two seers of oil for lighting purposes. 

Daulat Qadam, a slave of Qasim Malik, the Rozinadar, sub- 
mitted a petition to the Kotwal, bearing the seal of the Qad! of 
Burhanpur, in which he sought justice in accordance with the law 
of the Shari* at. In the meantime ‘Abdu’l Malik, brother of Qasim 
Malik, happened to come there and he was delivered to him. 

AmbwajI, a cloth-merchant and an inhabitant of Nasik, after 
purchasing goods from Karinja, halted on his way, at Bhulta ; but 
in the night he was robbed of his goods and three of his brothers 
were badly injured in the tussle that ensued between them and the 
robber. The Muqaddams of the Bhulta pargana were required 
by the Madaru’l Maham to make a thorough search and produce 
lost goods which should be delivered to the owner. 

It is further mentioned that grain-merchants, named Kamal 
Seth and Morarji, lost seven bullocks, loaded with grain, at Chikal 
Thana. They made a complaint to the Madaru’l Maham, who 
in this connection sent for the Shiqdar, of Sitalgaon to make enquiries. 

On the petition of the Kotwal, orders were issued to 
the effect (1) that in place of the ten Ahdls who formerly performed 
the duties at the Kotwal!, others should be posted, (2) that the 
Nishan-bardars and the torch-bearers who used to receive their 
salaries from the Kotwal, should continue to do so in the future 
also ; (3) that the Naths, who hitherto used to get their pay from 
the Government Treasury of Aurangabad should in the future be 
paid from the Kotwal!. 

Orders were issued to remove the amount of 65,000 huns and a 
lakh of rupees to the treasury at Burhanpur. 
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A sum of Rs. 241 was sanctioned for the repairs of the tower 
known as “ Burj-i-Muthamman ” (Octangular Tower) in the fort 
of Qandahar and Aman Beg was instructed to draw’ the required 
sum from the treasury of the said fort. 

A package was received from Qizilbash Khan to be delivered 
at the Imperial court.

The Zemindar of Jamra bad remitted his tribute of Rs. 20,600 
through his agents to the Prince (Aurangzeb) who had accepted it. 
Nawao ‘Umdatu’l Mu Ik ordered that the sum was to be deposited 
in Government treasury. 

‘Umdatu’l-Mulk also ordered Muhammad Husain, the Dlwan 
that he should confiscate the jaglr of Ahmad, son of Pira, who 
had mismanaged his estate, and grant him a daily allowance 
equivalent to the income of his jagir.

Pieces of a variety of cloth and garments consisting of shawls, 
turban cloth, chints, silks, satin gowns, vests, trousers, scarfs, 
bodices etc., were picked up from the Puma river and brought 
to the court by Babu Patel of Mauhun in the pargana of ‘Adil- 
abad. Nawab ‘Umdatul Mulk ordered Muhammad Hussain 
the Diwan, to deposit them with the Government Tahwildar

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Siyaha Hudur : dated 24th Jamadi I, 1054 A.H. . 

Ghintiya and ReojI Kole residents of Kor Gaun, situated 
in the Parganaof Danmarli, the Jagir of Muhammad Sharif, went 
to Paitha Dhuli (Dhulia), situated in the Pargana of Chopra, the 
Jagir of Muhammad Shah and resided there for some time. Near 
Irandolethey looted Chatar Bhuj and Sundardas, cloth-dealers. In 
the fray that followed, Chatar Bhuj received a wound from a lance. 
As they entered Dhuli, Muhammad Shah, Thanedar of the fort 
had him arrested and sent him to the court. The articles looted 
by them had already been sent before to Muhammad Husain, the 
Diwan. Nawab ‘Umdatu’l-Mulk committed them to the charge 
of the QadL From the details given on the back of the paper, it 
appears that in addition to Chintiya and ReojI, the latter’s sister 
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with her two daughters and the wife of Bhakta with her 
two daughters were also committed to the charge of the QadI as 
their accomplices. 

Bhagwan, the grain-parcher, resident of Shah Ganj, declared 
that Kunher, servant of Hadldad Kh an was with him and together 
they went to Baglana. Bhakta offered 30 tolas of silver for sale 
at Chopra where he -was apprehended by Muhammad Shah’s 
men. It was revealed during the investigation that silver had 
been passed on to Bhakta by Kunher who had absconded with 
silver. Accordingly Bhakta was committed to the charge of 
QadI. It is also represented that 'Umdatu'l Mulk appointed 
Muhammad Sharif, holding the rank of 100 Dh at. 25 Sawar 
to the post of the Superintendent (. Darogha ) of Bahadur Pura, 
in place of Behrl Beg, holding the rank of 100 Dh at. 30 Sawar. 
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Siyaha Hudur: dated 30th JamadI I, 1054 A. H. containing an 
account of increments sanctioned by the Emperor in the mansabs of 
Sayyid Abdul Wahab, holding the rank of 1500 Dh at. and 1500 
Sawar and Hadidad Khan, brother of Rashid Khan, holding the 
rank of 1000 Dh at. 1000 Sawar. 

It appears from the details given in the Siyaha that Sayyid 
Abdul Wahab had been originally granted 1500 retainers, 1300 
of whom were Barawardl and 200 were se-aspa, du-aspa. The 
proportion was altered afterwards, so that finally he had 700 
Barawardl retainers, while the strength of se-aspa and du-aspa 
retainers rose to 800. 

Hadidad Khan received an increment of 300 Dhat. and 500 
Sawar, his total mansab thus being 1000 Dhat, 1000 Sawar.

A page from the list of the Imperial servants stationed at the 
posts of Pain Ghat, containing the details of the ranks of the 
following Mansabdars : 


1. _ Hadldad Kh an, held the rank of 700 Dha t. 500 Sawar, 
according to the Imperial Farman, addressed to Rashid Khan. 
He was later appointed Faujdar of Bijagar Sarkar, according to the 
Imperial Farman sent to Kh an-i-Dauran Nusrat Jang and an in- 
crement of 300 Dh at. 500 Sawar was also sanctioned in this con- 
nection, thus raising him to the rank of 1000 Dhat. 1000 Sawar. 

2. ‘Abdur Rahim, son of ‘Hadldad Kh an, was granted the 
rank of 100 Dhat, 30 Sawar, according to the recommendation of 
the Prince (Aurangzeb), to which was later added so Dhat. 10 
Sawar. 
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3- ‘Abdul Bari, son. of Hadidad Kh an, was granted the rank 
of loo Dh at. and 20 Sawar according to the recommendation of 
Kh an-i -Dauran. 

The document bears the seal of Husamuddln Hasan Kh an. 
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List of the Imperial servants stationed at the outpost of Pain 
ghat, in the province of Baglana. It mentions the name of Shivam 
Singh, son of Karam Sin Rathore, holding the rank of 1500 Dh at 
and 600 Sawar who was the Qila'dar of the fort of Salher. From 
the details given in the list, it appears that Shivam Singh who 
originally held the rank of 600 Dh at and 400 Sawar, received an 
increment of 400 Dhat and 100 Sawar from Prince Aurangzeb 
and of 500 Dha t and 100 Sawar from the Emperor on the recom- 
mendation of ‘Umdatul-Mulk, and was also assigned by the 
Emperor a jaglr in the Deccan. It further states that Kh an-i- 
Dauran Nusrat Jang ordered that the Shashmaha regulation 
should not be allowed to affect the increment in salary. 

The document bears the seal of Husamuddin Hasan Kh an. 
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Panudncha (Order) regarding the grant of a jaglr to 
. K ishnaji Sharza Rao, holding the mansab of 5ooDhat, 300 Sawar 
and his partners in place of Husain Kha n and his partners, yielding 
the revenue of 40 lakhs, 4 thousand, 5 hundred and 97 dams in 
the pargana of Aund, Sarkar Basim, Suba of Berar, with effect from 
the beginning of the autumnal crop . This was in addition to 5 lakhs, 
45 thousand, 4 hundred and 3 dams formerly granted to them. 
The Revenue Officials were directed to help the assignees 
in all matters respecting the collection of revenue and adminis- 
tration. 

The document also contains a written bond Muchalka 
submitted by the assignees whereby they held themselves 
responsible for the prosperity of the people of the pargana. 

The text of the bond and schedules of the salaries of the assignee 
and others are also attached to the document.

Panuancha stating that the Jagir amounting in value to 
95,69,725 Dams was assigned by the Emperor to Udaji Ram, 
holding the rank of 3000 Dh at and 2000 Sawar, in place _ of 
Khande Rai, from the revenues of the Parganas^ of Basim, 
Umarkhed and Mahur in the Suba of Berar, in addition to his 
former assignment amounting to 1,21,30,275 Dams with effect 
from the middle of the autumnal harvest. The officials and 
cultivators of the Jagir are enjoined to look upon him as their 
Jagirdar and to do their best in paying their dues. 

The Parwancha also contains a copy of the bond signed by 
Udaj I Ram in which it is stated that he accepts the assignment 
of the Jagir ; which he will administer according to the laws of

Deshpandes, officials 
and subjects of the pargana of Posad in Mahur Sarkar of the Berar 
province, stating that an additional jagir amounting to 18 lakh 
dams was assigned to Rao Karan, son of Rao Suraj Singh, holding 
the rank of 2,500 Dh at. 2,000 Sawar from the revenues of the above 
pargana, in place of Blrchand Rao and others. The officials and 
inhabitants of the pargana are enjoined to be regular in payment of 
all their dues, while the jagirdar is instructed to take all necessary 
measures for increasing the well-being and prosperity of the 
ryots. 

From the schedule of emoluments and assignments it appears 
that Rao Karan would continue to hold his previous jagirs in the 
Sarkar of Bikaner (Ajmer Suba) and in the pargana of Gandapur 
(Daulatabad Suba), amounting to one crore and eighty-nine lakh 
dams.

The document states that Muhammad Beg was granted the 
rank of 40 Dh at and a jagir yielding the revenue of one lakh twenty 
thousand dams, half of which was to meet his stipulated salary 
and the other half was meant to be his emoluments as a revenue- 
collector. In the meantime Imperial order was issued that the 
newly appointed mansabdars should, hereafter receive half of the 
salary (Tankha jagir) pending the arrival of the final Imperial 
sanction. Later on, when the grantee was dismissed from his 
mansab, he owed a sum of Rs. 214-7-6 to the Government which 
he had drawn prior to the Imperial order in connection with his 
salary as a revenue-collector. On a demand for the recovery 
of the same being made, he pleaded that he had put in nearly one 
year’s service and as the money drawn was spent to meet his re- 
quirements, he was not in a position to refund the said amount. 
Thereupon the Emperor passed orders for the remission of the 
dues.

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Memorandum on the cases submitted , with orders thereon, 
to be carried out as detailed below : 


In regard to the personal horses of mansabdars, it is directed 
that the mansabdar who has obtained his mansab in accordance 
with the old regulations, and has been exempted from presenting 
his horse for branding, should henceforth be subjected to undergo 
the usual procedure of branding. If the mansabdar has been 
promoted to a higher rank, with the assignment of a jaglr, to meet 
his salary, and has not got his horse branded in due time, he 
should be obliged to reimburse the required sum for his stipend, 
in accordance with the number of days he has delayed in branding. 

In regard to the discrepancy occurring by reason of having 
realised salary more than the sum assigned by mansabdars 
whose salaries have been fixed, ranging from two months 
to thirteen months or twelve and a half months, it may be 
stated that uptil now no salary has been fixed exceeding the 
scale of twelve months, nor any mention of it is to be found in 
the Dastur. If the amount under salaries in the suba of Kh an- 
desh is realised for more than twelve months, this may be 
referred to the Emperor and his orders in this connection should 
be solicited and the enforcement of the orders received should be 
communicated to this office. 

As regards the subject of dealing with the salary of Jth of a 
day and the branding of Jth of sawar, it is directed that if such 
fractions occur in the calculation, they should be omitted. But 
half a day’s salary and the branding of half sawar should be^rec- 
koned as one full day’s salary and the branding of one sawar. 

In connection with the A dahdar (a public attestation), it is 
directed that if a horse dies accidentally between the date of its 
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verification and the date of its branding, the owner would be liable 
to return its maintenance-money to the Government amounting 
to 14400 dams. 

Mansabdars, whose stipulated salaries are fixed from six 
months to eight months, are liable to produce one-third of their 
contingent for branding and the fractions thereof should be omitted. 
In case there are two hundred sawar, one-third of their number 
should be taken into consideration and the fraction thereof should 
be taken as one full number.
